Scratching  letters  or  names  on  coins  is  a  practice  almost  as  old  as  coinage 
itself.  Availibility  and  durability  made  pieces  of  money  convenient  sources  of 
identification  discs  and  mementos,  and  ready  media  for  expressing  personal 
sentiments. 

The  custom  flourished  in  the  western  world,  and  in  the  United  States  it 
seems  to  have  peaked  in  the  1880's.  All  denominations  from  the  cent  to  the 
double  eagle  saw  service,  although  the  dime  appears  to  have  been  most  popular. 
Usually  one  side  of  the  coin  was  smoothed,  and  on  the  blank  service  were  en¬ 
graved  the  names  or  initials  of  relatives,  lovers  and  friends.  So  elaborate  and  in¬ 
volved  are  some  of  these  inscriptions  that  they  are  difficult  to  decipher.  These 
are  called  “combination”  monograms  because  they  may  be  read  in  a  number 
of  ways.  (IE),  a  monograph  may  read  “AEL”  “LEA”  “EAL”  etc.  Significant 
dates  or  even  scenes  might  be  added,  and  occasionally  would  lend  a  touch  of 
color  Workmanship  varied  considerably,  from  the  polished  creation  of  a  pro¬ 
fessional  to  the  primitive  charm  of  an  amature,  but  mostly  typical  of  Victorian 
taste. 

The  finished  products  were  destined  for  some  favored  lady,  who  collected 
them  until  she  has  enough  to  make  a  brooch,  a  bracelet,  a  pair  of  earrings  or 
a  belt.  Many  of  the  surviving  tokens  bear  evidence  of  their  past  as  jewelry, 
holes,  loops  or  solder  marks;  a  few  (and  they  are  quite  unusual)  are  intact 
jewelry  items,  heirlooms  that  may  still  be  worn.  They  are  all  relics  of  an  era 
when  “a  token  of  admiration,  esteem  and  affection”  was  not  a  Picasso,  a  piece 
of  Steuban  glass  or  a  forgiven  debt.
